have itisuicd him a distiui;uishcd reception ; 
and it has been intimated tuat the signal 
favor of anvcrutucnt might have changed 
tho current of career. 
We believe him, 


however, to have been too puru a patriot, 
and too clearly possessed of tho true iiitc- 
rebts of his couutiy, to be diverted fiom the 
course which he ultimately adijpted. 
Ilia 


marriage, at any rate, had put an end to all 
travelling inclination0. 
Iu bis letter from 


Mount Vcrnon, he writes—'I am now, I 
believe, fixed in this scut, wilh au agreeable 
partner for life, and [ hopo tD find more 
happiness in retirement than I ever experi- 
enced iu the wide and bustling world/ 


"This was no Utopian Jicam transiently 


indulged, amid the charms of novelty. It 
was a deliberate purpose with him, the re- 
suit of innate and enduring inclinations.— 
Throughout the whole course of bis career, 
agricultural life appears to have been his 
itcuii ideal of existence, which haunted hia 
thoughts even amid the item duties of the 
field, and io which he recurred wilh unflag- 
ging interest, whenever enabled to indulge 
bis natural bias. 


".Mount Veroon wa? his harbor of repose, 


where he repeatedly furled his sail, and fan- 
cied himself anchored for life. 
No impulse 


of ambition tempted him thence; nothing; 
but the call of his country, and bis devo-' 
tion to the public good. 
The place was 


endeared to him by the remembrance of his 


i brother Lawrence, and of the happy days 


be had passed there with that brother in the 
days of boy hood; but it was a delightful place 
in itself, aud well calculated to inspire the 
rural feeling. 


"The mansion was beautifully situated, 


on a swelling height, crowned with wood, 
and commanding a magnificent view lip 
aud down the Potomac. 
The grounds im- 


mediately about it were laid out somewhat 
in the English stj'le. 
Tbe estate was ap- 


portioned into separate farms, devoted to 
different kiuds of culture, each having its 
allotted laborers. 
Much, however, was still 


covered with wild woods, seamed with deep 
dells and runs of water, and indented with 
inlets ; haunts of deer, aud lurking places uf 
foxes. 
The whole woody region along the 


Potomac, from Mount Yeruon to Uclvoir, 
and far beyond, with its range of forests 
and hills, mid picturesque piomontories, 
afforded tporis of various kind3, and was a 
noble hunting ground. 
Washington had 


hunted through it with old Lord Fairfax in 
bis stripling dtys ; we do not wonder that 
his feelings throughout life incfcsautiy 
turned to it. 


"These were, as yet, the aiistocraticai 


days of Virginia. The estates were laige, 
and continued in the same families by en- 
tails. 
Many of the wealthy planters were 


connected with old families iu England.— 
The young men, especially the t-ldt-r son?, 
were often icnt to iini.-b their education 
there, and on their return brought out the 
tastes an-3 habits of the n:othor country.— 
"i he governors of Virginia were from the 
higher rank:- of »oci«tv. and nniniaiued a 
corresponding state. The 'cslal-lishcd' or 
Epi:-c.t>pal Church predominated throughout 
thu 'ancient dominion,'as it was termed;

or four cakes of Indian meal (called hoe- 
cakes) formed bis frugal repast. Immedi- 
ately after breakfast he mounted hia horse 
aud visited those parts of the estate where 
any work v?aa going on, seeing to every- 
thing with his own eyes, and ohea aiding 
with bis own baud. 


"Dinner was served at two o'clock. 
He 


ate heartily but was no epicure, nor critical 
ubout his food. 
His beverage »aa small 


beer or cider, aud two glasses uf old Madei- 
ra. He took tea, of which he was very fond, 
early in the evening, and retired for the 
night about nine o'clock. 


"If confined to the house by bad weather, 


he took thuk occasion to arrange his papers, 
post up his accounts or wiite lettera ; pss- 
sing pjrt of the time in reading tnd occa- 
sionally reading aloud to the family. 


•Ho treated his negroes with kindness; 


attended to their comforts ; was particularly 
careful of them in sickness ; but never tol- 
erated idleness, and exacted a faithful per- 
formance of all their allotted tasks. 
He 


had a quick eye at calculating each man's 
capabilities. Aa entry in his dkrj gives a 
curious instance of this. Four of hia, ne- 
groes employed ns carpenters, were hewing 
aud shaping timber. 
It appeared to him 


iu noting the amount of work accomplished 
between two succeeding mornings, that they 
loitered at their labor. 
Sitting" dowa qui- 


etly, he timed their operations ; how long i I 
took them to get their cross-cut saw and 
other things ready; how loug to clew »wsy 
the branches from the truck of a fallen tree ; 
hovr long to hew and saw it; what time wta 
spent in considering aud consulting, tnd 
after all, how much was effected during tho 
time he looked on. From this he made his 
computation how much they could execute 
in the course of a. day, working entirely at 
at their case. 


At another timo we find Lim working 


for a part of two days with Peter, his smith, 
to make a plough on a new invention of his 
own. 
This, after two or three failures, he 


accomplished. 
Then, with less than' his 


u^ual judgment, he put his two chariot hor- 
ses to the plough, and ran a creat risk of 
spoiling them, in giving bis new invention 
a trial over ground thickly swarded.
